Michigan’s Banner Show

in our advance publicity last week as the banner 
state fair show of the year, probably deserved that 
claim. At least it was easily the best Holstein show ever 
seen at a Michigan State Fair and in the writer’s per- 
sonal opinion where were probably more good candidates 
for All-American honors at that show than have been 
seen at any single show thus far in 1928, and the judge, 
R. E. Haeger, had a number of close decisions to make. 
This show marked the first meeting of the year between 
Carnation Milk Farms and Elmwood Farms, and for a 
while it was a nip and tuck race between them, each 
winning four firsts in the individual classes, and while 
Elmwood had three championships and two reserve cham- 
pionships as against the two reserves for Carnation, the 
latter had four seconds to help even the score. In the 
groups, however, the balanced strength of the Carnation 
string probably the best string they have ever had on 
exhibition, carried them to the top in six of the seven 
classes, winning second on the only remaining group, 
while Elmwood had to be content with one first, three 
seconds and two thirds. The loss of their aged cow, 
Mollie Marie Barrington 2d, the second prize dry cow at 
Aurora, was a severe blow to Elmwood, both in the Dairy 
Herd and Exhibitor’s Herd classes.

two blues in the female classes as well as for senior and 
grand champion female. Only two herds from the home 
state were successful in breaking into first money, Arbu 
Farm and Kennels having a first, junior and reserve 
grand championship and Detroit Creamery Farms having 
a first and reserve senior championship. J. B. Jones 
Farm had second in three of the bull classes, in two of 
which the decision was very close and he also had second 
prize Get as well as contributing one member of the first 
prize Produce. The winnings of the Michigan State Herds 
consisted of one second, two thirds, a fourth, five fifths, 
four sixths, seven sevenths and two eighths, which was not 
a bad showing considering the competition. Only three 
other exhibitors won any prizes as high as second, these 
being C. O. Christ, Ft. Atkinson, Wis.; Henry Anthes of 


the same place, and Wm. Geiger & Sons, Rushton, Mich. 
The Bulls 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, the three times All- 


American bull that is again heading the Elmwood string, 
had no difficulty in winning his fourteenth consecutive 
grand championship. Although exhibited at the strongest 
shows of the country every year, he has never failed to 
be made grand champion since his two-year-old days. 
Many consider him even better than last year when he 
was undefeated grand champion at seven ieading shows. 
He does not, perhaps, show quite the bloom of his three- 
year-old days when he won his first National grand cham-

pionship but he has increased considerably in size and 
scale, both in depth and in width. He does not carry very 
high condition but does not need it. He has a magnificent 
pair of hips with a broad square rump to match and a 
good level top line with no tendency to sag in the middle, 
which is a common fault with so large a bull. Either 
posing or walking in the ring, he carries himself like a 
real champion, and was easily the outstanding bull of an 
outstanding show. 


In second place was a former Michigan grand cham- 
pion, Count Paul Calamity Veeman, owned by J. B. Jones 
Farm. Two years ago as a two-year-old, this son of Count 
Paul Echo Posch was grand champion at Michigan State 
Fair and with perhaps a little more scale would be quite 
a hard one to beat this year. In third place was Velvet 
Brand, formerly Plaut Harcourt Creator, now owned by 
Detroit Creamery Farms. This bull has always been one 
of Haeger’s favorites but his hind legs, which have twice 
kept him out of All-American honors in past seasons, 


forcing him to take Reserve mention, kept him from - 


taking second at this show. Carnation had a good three- 
year-old son of their All-American bull, North Star Joe 
Homestead, in fourth place and another three-year-old, 
Admiral Traverse Pride, the Arbu herd sire stood next. 
It is no small handicap for a three-year-old bull to compete 
with more mature bulls and many expressed the hope that 
next year Michigan might have a three-year-old bull class. 

Close decisions were the order of the day in three of 
the four younger bull classes. In the two-year-old class, 
two of last year’s leading junior yearlings fought it out 
for top honors, Carnation Romeo Colantha, the son of Sir 
Romeo Mildred Colantha shown by Carnation finally 
winning first over Forum Diamond Designer, the son of 
Forum Patriarch that was purchased in the Forum Dis- 
persal by J. B. Jones Farm. Although the decision was 
extremely close, the Carnation bull, who was_ senior 
champion at Milwaukee the preceding week, showed 
somewhat more size and development, was a trifle better 
over the shoulders and smoother at the tailhead and so 
won the blue, later being reserve senior champion as a 
matter of course. 

The senior yearling bull class was even more exciting, 
when Elmwood’s junior herd sire, King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje, undefeated junior champion thus far in 1928, 
locked horns with Carnation’s Sir Segis Bessie Walker, 
junior and grand champion at Milwaukee and a wonder- 
ful son of Matador Segis Walker 6th. Here the Elmwood 
entry showed more development than his rival, carried 
himself rather better when walking and his superior rump 
more than counterbalanced the rather better head and 
shoulder of the Carnation bull. ‘‘King Bessie” later main- 
tained his unbroken record of junior championships and 
was named reserve grand champion as well. 

The bull calf class brought out the reserve junior 
champion and also brought out a close contest between 
the winner, Sir Romeo Sunnybrook Segis, owned by 
Carnation, and the first prize calf at Columbus, Nicholas 
Pietertje Ormsby 9th, owned by J. B. Jones, the latter 
standing at the head of the line until a last minute switch 
put him in second place. To the ringside the Jones bull 
seemed rather better at each end but not so good in the

middle nor so well grown as the Carnation bull, who 
was about three weeks the older of the two. 


The junior yearling class was disappointing except for 
the top bull, King Sylvia Ormsby Piebe, the Elmwood 
bull that will be remembered as first prize calf at the 
National last year, and who has topped his class wherever 
shown this year. He is a son of K. P. O. P. 50th and a 
very creditable junior yearling. 


The Females 


The class of 24 aged cows was a hard one to line up 
with any uniformity, because of the fact that the cows 
with the best bodies did not seem to have udders to 
match, or were showing dry, compelling the judge to 
guess at their udder development. First place, Echo 
Sylvia De Kol Colantha, a trim little dairy type cow, with 
a good square, firmly attached udder, shown by Detroit 
Creamery who took her right out of the test barn without 
fitting for the show and sent her over to the fairgrounds. 
Next to her, and making the winner look small by com- 
parison, stood the big Carnation cow, Ruby Fayne Posch, 
showing dry and in extra high condition. It is doubtful 
if two cows of more dissimilar type ever stood first and 
second at a major show. Carnation also had Nooksack 
Irma Segis in third place and Detroit Creamery had two 
other cows inside the money. 


The four-year-olds made a much better looking line 
and the winner, Johanna Pietertje Artis Creamelle, owned 
by Jefferson County Asylum, went through to senior and 
grand championship as she did the week before at Mil- 
waukee. She will be remembered as one of the many 
great three-year-olds of 1927 and has developed into 
quite an outstanding four-year-old with much more style 
and flash than any of her pictures show and carries a 
good udder and excellent vein system. Canary Posch 
Dewdrop, maternal sister to the second prize aged cow, 
took second for Carnation over Bell Farm Pearl, the 
Detroit Creamery entry. Lady Posch Susie, winning 
fourth for Ullmann, will be remembered as All-American 
senior yearling in 1925. 

Quite a good lineup of three-year-olds came out with 
Carnation’s daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby an easy 
first here as at Milwaukee. Geiger & Sons showed a heif- 
er that beat out the Jefferson entry for second place. Inka 
Wayne Creamelle, last year’s All-American junior year- 
ling, looked quite outstanding in the two-year-old class, 
but Carnation had a very good second in Strathmore Vee- 
man Fairchild, who has been the sensation of the early 
shows of Western Canada with the C. P. R. outfit. 

As we came into the younger female classes, the 
quality all the way down the line considerably improved 
and in each of the three following classes the nine 
ribbons did not begin to take care of the creditable indi- 
viduals. Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby, the Arbu 
senior yearling won her class without difficulty and went 
through to junior champion almost as easily. All agreed 
that she is one of the great senior yearlings of all time. 
Henry Anthes of Wisconsin drew a second in this class 
and Carnation had two daughters of Sir Inka May in the 
next two places, a third daughter of the same sire win- 
ning the strong junior yearling class, Jefferson County

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Minnesota Show Totals 152 Head

SCMEWHAT lighter Holstein show in connection 
A with the Minnesota State Fair this year was caused 

by a lack of Minnesota cattie. While the number of 
exhibits totalled 37, many of them showed a single animal 
and only two Minnesota breeders brought out anything 
like a string. Femco was there with a very good show 
herd and A. J. Lashbrook brought in ten head. 

Chief competition was furnished by two Wisconsin ex- 
hibitors, J. D. McDonald and the School for the Blind, a 
state institution at Janesville, and by a string of 15 head 
from the State School and Home for Feeble Minded at 
Redfield, S. D. 

When the competition was concluded the Wisconsin 
exhibitors between them had the better of the argument, 
the School for the Blind having won six blues and Mc- 
Donald having won three. Femco, however, took five 
blues and the two senior and grand championships, the 
Wisconsin institution taking the junior championships. 

The Redfield School had two blues and the only Illi- 
nois representative, John R. Logan, had a single blue as 
did also the only representative from lowa, Maytag 
Farms. 

Classes were just fairly filled, the 152 head being in- 
sufficient in some cases to take up all the prize money. 

As to quality the show brought out nothing of a sen- 
sational nature, the championships being animals that 
have, with a single exception, been accorded this honor 
before. The senior male championship went to Blue 
Earth Duke Ormsby who the week previous at Iowa had 
won similar distinction. He also was given the grand 
championship over the junior champion which was 
selected from the bull calf class and exhibited by the Wis- 
consin School for the Blind. The senior and grand chain- 
pionship female went to the veteran campaigner, De Kol 
Clothilde Monona, shown also by Femco Farms, while 
the junior championship went to the very good senior 
yearling heifer which was shown in the Wisconsin string 
and which is owned jointly by the Wisconsin School for 
the Blind and the School for Boys at Waukesha, Wis. 
This heifer, Netherland Belle Homestead, has ranked as 
junior champion wherever shown thus far and is one of 
the finest vearlings on the circuit this fall. 

The entries in the show including the local cattle 
were as a rule fairly well fitted and worthy of a place in 
a state show of this calibre. We do not believe the 
quality was quite as good as either the Iowa or Wisconsin 
shows of the week previous but on the whole it upheld 
the traditions of Minnesota as a show state. 

An innovation for the first time in the history of state 
competitions was the selection of a Canadian, Mr. R. M. 
Holtby, of Port Perry, Ontario, as judge. Mr. Holtby who 
is one of the leading live stock judges of Canada gave 
eminent satisfaction, in some places meeting with rather? 
trying conditions on account of the lack of real quality

His first class for bulls 
four years old or over showed six entries and Blue Earth 
Duke Ormsby was given the blue over Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby Lad who has stood up in many show rings this 
year as well as in previous years. Minnesota entries 
stood in third, fourth, fifth and sixth places. 





The All-American three-year-old, King Homestead 
Piebe Lad, stood up with ease in the three-year-old class 
and another favorite, Femco Pride, had no difficulty in 
beating the McDonald entry in the two-year-old class. In 
third place was a son of Redfield Segis Johanna exhibited . 
by the State School and Home for Feeble Minded. He 
was by all odds the best bred of the bulls shown in any 
of the classes and a worthy representative of such high 
breeding. There were but four senior yearlings and a 
good top was found in the exhibit by the School for the 
Blind, Sir Ollie Korndyke Ormsby Johanna. Likewise in } 
the junior yearling class Mr. Logan brought out a very 
smooth individual, one that he had not previously shown. 
The second prize bull being Dean Colantha Ormsby shown 
by Lashbrook had everything that could be desired in 
depth of body but lacked evenness over the top sufficient 
to place him above the smoother first prize entry. In the 
bull class the entry of the School for the Blind sired 
by a son of K. P. O. P. was an easy first and went through 
to junior championship. McDonald’s very nicely turned 
youngster was second and Redfield had a son of their 
junior sire, Carnation Prospect Toreador, in third place. 

There were seventeen entries in the aged cow class 
which included cows four years old or over. The class 
was uneven and very hard to judge. Many different 
types were found but Judge Holtby placed his depend- 
ence upon a former champion of this show, De Kol Clo- 
thilde Monona, who showed dry and in very good condi- 
tion and made a rather acceptable top. He picked a 
squattier, tidy uddered daughter of Pride of Bess Burkes 
shown by Redfield for second and one of the McDonald

Holsteins at Nebraska State Fair

The exhibits at Nebraska in the 
open classes this year were some- 
what smaller than in previous years, 
but the exhibits shown by calf club 
members in the calf club show were 
the largest in number in the history 
of the Nebraska State Fair.

pionships, however, went outside the 
state, Griffith’s senior yearling bull 
being Junior and Grand Champion, 
while Judge Irwin also found his 
Grand Champion female in the sen- 
ior yearling heifer class, an entry of 
the Iowa Board of Control. The lat- 
ter also had senior champion bull 
with their 2-year-old. The Modern 
Woodmen herd of Colorado brought 
out the senior champion female.

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Holstein Milk for Cheese 


ROM New Zealand comes an interesting pamphlet 
F giving the details of a recent exhaustive experiment 

conducted in that country to determine the relative 
values of high and low testing milk for cheese making. 
The study was made under the authority of the New Zea- 
land Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
and at the instance of a federation of cooperative dairy 
factories. The research had for its broad aim the de- 
termination of what class of milk and what type of cheese 
is best suited for the export trade in the interest of the 
future of New Zealand’s cheese industry and was en- 
tirely non-partisan as between breeds. The experiment 
was made with milk of the Jersey, Ayrshire and Friesian 
breeds, the entire product of one large herd of each of 
these three breeds being used throughout the experiment, 
which was extended through a whole year. The milk from 
the three different breeds was all made up into cheese 
under identical conditions in the same factory and the 
care with which the experiment was conducted is indi- 
cated by the fact that not only was the product carefully 
graded before export but was actually followed through 
to its destination where it was again graded and the 
actual returns on the British market noted. 

We quote the following interesting conclusion noted 
in the report: 

“These figures indicate that 4 to 4.5% butterfat represents 
the limit beyond which it is unsafe to go if one would make 
a consistently good cheese of uniform body.’”’ 

Commenting upon the commercial valuation of the 
cheese at London, the report says: 

“This seems to indicate that the requirements for fat in 
cheese are not quite as high as we have been led to suppose 
and that a cheese can be quite satisfactory in regard to its 
fat content if made from normal whole milk of a fat test as 
low as 3.4%. Furthermore, it proves that no adequate pre- 
mium in price can he commanded by cheese’ substantially 
higher in fat content, and hence that the use of high testing 
milk for cheese-making is economically unsound for the reason 
that no return may be obtained for a very considerable pro- 
portion of excess butterfat.”’ 

The report goes into some detail as to equitable 
methods of payment for milk for cheese making in which 
it is recommended that where milk is going to a factory 
from cows of several different breeds, a system of pay- 
ment for the milk shall be followed based upon the per- 
centage of butterfat and also of the casein in the propor- 
tions in which they actually influence the yielding capac- 
itv of the cheese-making milk. This they propose to de- 
termine by multiplying the pounds of butterfat by the 
ratio of casein-fat occurring in the milk. 

The final conclusion which is not only of importance to 
Friesian breeders in New Zealand but of high significance 
to dairy herd owners in the cheese making districts 
throughout the world is shown in the following concludad- 
ing statements in the summary of the results of the in- 
vestigation: 
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“In the interest of producers, a return to lower fa ; 
in our cheese-making milk is imperative. This can oo e 
done, not by any attempt to part skim or otherwise modify th 
milk of high testing cows, but by the wides C :

Chemistry to the Rescue 


NE of the most fruitful sources of farm relief lies in 
O the utilization of many substances now produced on 

the farms of America that are at present going to 
waste from lack of commercial value. It is estimated 
that American farms produce annually 10,000,000 tons of 
material, such as corn stalks, corn cobs, grain straws, 
ete., that are going to waste. This subject formed the 
topic for the serious consideration of chemists at the 
recent meeting of the Institute of Chemistry of the 
American Chemical Society. It was the concensus of this 
conference that fundamental research of the chemistry of 
agricultural products is highly desirable for the purpose 
of obtaining information regarding the properties of 
chemical compounds which may be produced from raw 
materials supplied by agriculture. in order to make use 
economically of the great volume of farm _ bi-products 
which are now farm waste. 

Our great packing companies long ago demonstrated 
the importance of the elimination of waste and the full 
utilization of by-products. Perhaps the chemists can do 
for the farm industry what this profession has been able 
to do for the du Pont Powder Company whose by-products 
have attained a commercial importance closely rivaling 
the main operation of the company. The science of 
chemistry bears a close relationship to the every-day life 
of every one of us and has made noteworthy contributions 
toward national progress. Perhaps it may yet bring forth 
the real solution of the farm relief problem.

IMPORTANCE OF PROVING SIRES STRESSED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In Mr. Norton’s interesting article in your issue of 
July 28 he stated that the elimination of low producers 
and discovery of cows capable of high production through 
the herd improvement registry made the ideal combination 
for the improvement of the breed. In the present state 
of mind of most breeders there is little doubt but that 
Mr. Norton’s observation is true. Is it not true, however, 
that the proving of sires should stand first in this list 
and that for the good of the breed every effort should be 
made to put the proven sire idea first in the minds of 
the breeders? It is not throvgh finding the cows which 
are capable of high production but through breeding from 
animals which are pure or nearly so for high production 
that makes for advancement. If, as is generally believed, 
the factors making for high production are dominant over 
those tending for low production, then, on an average, 
the higher the production of the cow the greater will be 
the regression of her daughters toward the average of 
the breed. This accounts for the disheartening fact that 
so many great producing cows have daughters which are 
ordinary producers or not much above the average; and 
sons whose daughters are only ordinary cows. 

Progeny tests have proved to be by far the most fruit- 
ful method yet tested to fix desired characters in poultry, 
barley, wheat, fruit flies, etc. For most rapid improve- 
men we should rely on bulls whose progeny have shown 
that the bulls carry mainly the factors making for high 
production. The production of the progeny and not the 
production of the individual shows the factorial makeup 
of the animal. The life of the cow is too short to get any 
real information along this line except in extremely rare 
instances. Most well bred bulls, however, can be saved 
until their daughters either prove them to be good or 
poor. 

If a Holstein, pure black and white color, is bred to a 
red and white Holstein the off-spring will be black and 
white. If the off-spring from this mating is bred to a 
pure black and white this continued for three or four 
generations the red and white blood will be practically 
eliminated. Is it not possible to produce a similar strain 
practically pure for high production by use of proven 
sires for several generations? 


Both census reports and extensive surveys show that 
there are in Connecticut about twenty-six breeding bulls 
for each breeding cow. If the average cow lasts five years 
and the bull three years, cach bull has sixteen times the 
influence of a cow in improving or tearing down the use- 
fulness of Connecticut dairy herds. There is no reason, 
however, for getting rid of bulls after three years of 
service, nor is it at all impossible to use a bull on fifty 
cows per year for a number of years and proven sires 
could well have thirty or forty or fifty times the influence 
of the average cow. Thus one outstanding bull can have 
the influence of forty or fifty outstanding cows. Further, 
from a breeding standpoint outstanding bulls are easier 
to locate than outstanding cows. 


Data should be available on the average production of 
all of the daughters of the bulls whose daughters on herd 
improvement registry make large quantities of milk and 
butterfat. It is not enough to know that a bull has five 
or ten or twenty daughters making above 500 to 600 
pounds but the average production of all of the daughters 
should be published. A son of a bull that has ten daugh- 
ters all of which have records above 500 pounds of fat is 
a much better buy than a son of a bull having 200 daugh- 
ters of which forty or fifty have records with more than 
500 pounds of fat. It is the bulls with high average pro- 
duction in their daughters and not the bulls with a certain 
number of high producing daughters with which breeders 
should be familiar. 


Where daughter-dam comparisons on production can 
be given this, I believe, should be added likewise. Many 
producers, however, are interested in the increase or de- 
crease in production of the daughters as compared with 
the dams without considering the production of the dams. 
It is certainly more credit to a bull to maintain 600 pound 
averages than to raise 300 pound averages by fifty or one 
hundred pounds. 

There is little doubt but that a reasonable amount of 
work coupled with considerable tenacity in doing the work 
will soon turn the thoughts of many breeders from high 
producing cows to progeny tested bulls. No kind of

During the New England Holstein 
picnic held at Nutmeg Farms August 
18th an estimating contest was con- 
ducted in which the production of a 
number of cows listed by the owner 
Judge F. M. Peasley was guessed. 
Contestants were asked to guess the 
actual amount of milk produced by 
the list of cows. C. P. Farrand of 
Washington, Conn. won first prize 
with an estimate of 227,250 lbs. which 
against the actual production of 
227,110 lbs. was a very close estimate 
indeed. Second prize was won by 
Fred Abell of Lebanon, Conn., who 
estimated 228,100 lbs. while third 
went to Reuben Manning of North 
Franklin, Conn. who estimated 221,- 
000 Ibs. Identification card cases 
were given as prizes by the host. 





R. H. Krog of Hickory Grove Farm, 
Plainfield, New Jersey, has been ad- 
vised that his Holstein “Toots” 
Colantha Aaggie Carlotta 720885 was 
high for butterfat and milk for June 
1928 for the State of New Jersey in 
the cow testing associations. Toots 
may be remembered as_ winning 
champion for best shown and best 
fitted calf club heifer 2-year-old at 
Syracuse in 1923, besides she has 
thirteen other r'bbons won at various 
exhibitions. For the year starting 
May ist 1926 to April 30, 1927, Toots 
produced 15,396 lbs. milk and 475.4 
Ibs. of fat. 





Another Above 1,000 Ibs. Fat at 
Dutchland. Dutchland Farms, Brock- 
ton, Massachusetts, report that 
Dutchland Pietertje Topsy Lass, a 
member of their herd, has just com- 
pleted a yearly record of 1,261 Ibs. 
butter, 25,143 lbs. milk, showing an 
average test of 4.01% for the year. 
This record is of particular signifi- 
cance as this is the fourth daughter 
of her sire, Dutchland Pietertje Sir 
Aaggie, to exceed the 1,000-Ib. fat 
mark. This achievement has thus far 
been equalled only by Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes, who also has four 
1,000-lb. fat daughters. The Dutchland 
bull, however, has but ten daughters 
tested in the long-time divisions, two 
of these running for 305 days only. 
The eight that have been tested for the 
full year average 1,097.51 Ibs. butter, 
24,219.1 lbs. milk. Including the two 
ten-months records, one by a two- 
year-old heifer, the average for the 
ten is 1,015.76 lbs. butter. He is a 
son of .Dutchland Sir  Pietertje 
Hengerveld, out of Dutchland Chiron 
Aaggie, a granddaughter of Henger- 
veld De Kol, from the Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline family. The dam of 
this last record maker is Dutchland 
Colantha Topsy, one of the good 
daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad. 

This record is especially interest- 
ing also as it is the tenth record 
above 1,000 lbs. fat thus far com- 
pleted at Dutchland Farms. With 
this addition to the list Dutchland 
Farms have not bred eight cows and 


heifers that have produced over 1,000 
Ibs. fat in the year and have bred 
five sires that have produced a total 
of ten 1,000-lb. fat daughters. They 
have also now bred the dams of six 
1,000-lb. fat producers. We hope to 
have a picture of this latest addition 
to the list for early publication. 





University of Missouri Buys Son of 
King Sweet. Another son of King 
Sweet goes to college. This time it 
is King Lothian Sweet and he goes 
to the University of Missouri. Prof. 
Ragsdale was through the east re- 
cently and visiting our herd he was 
so well impressed with this out- 
standing young son of King Sweet 
that he got the bull away from us 
though we had planned to keep 
him for a junior sire. Now we are 
hoping for another son from the dam 
Chesney Belle Lothian our 1,122-lb. sis- 
ter to Chesney Freda Lothian with 1,- 
296 lbs. Belle now has two sons in 
college, one at Rhode Island and one 
at Missouri. She is now well along 
on another record which promises to 
give her a 1,100-pound average for 
three consecutive years.

PENNSYLVANIA INSTITUTIONAL 
HERDS 


At fifteen of the State owned insti- 
tutions in the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Welfare, 847 cows were re- 
ported on June 1, 1928. All of these 
herds except one are made up of Hol- 
steins, grade and pure breds. One 
of the pure bred herds is enrolled 
under the Red Book plan for herd im- 
provement. In another herd a num- 
ber of animals are on semi-official 
test. Nine of these herds are avail- 
ing themselves of Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation service. The average produc- 
tion for 608 cows on which records 
were available for the past year was 
9,574 lbs. milk. 

Representatives of these several 
institutions gathered together earlie1 
in the year for a conference, and 
agreed on a dairy improvement pro- 
gram, including a standard which 
should be met in replacing herd 
sires, a uniform record blank for re- 
cording the health, breeding and pro- 
duction facts of each animal in the 
herd, and the conduct of the herds 
so as to assure health, especially 
freedom from tuberculosis and con- 
tagious abortion. The program as to 
health had already been initiated by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry. All 
of the herds are free from tubercu- 
losis. Two have received, in June 
of this year, certificates showing 
them to be free from contagious 
abortion. The program of the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry is being fol- 
lowed in the others so as to bring 
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them into the same desirable condi- 
on. 

" The uniform record blanks are al- 
ready in use. 

Five prospective herd sires have 
been purchased. At least six of the 
seven dams in the first three gener. 
ations of all of these show official 
records averaging from 1,134 to 1,213 
lbs. butter. At present production in 
a number of the herds is already 
high, 75 cows at the Warren State 
Hospital averaging 12,713 lbs. milk 
and 436.5 lbs. fat for the year ending 
July 31, 1928. As the sires such as 
those referred to above come into 
use in all of the herds, it is antici- 
pated that the institutional herds of 
the State will reflect considerable 
credit not only to their management 
and to the Commonwealth, but also 
the Holstein breed.

THE CLEVELAND LIVE STOCK 
SHOW 

A prospectus is received announc- 
ing a complete dairy show in con- 
nection with the Cleveland Live 
Stock Show to be held in the public 
auditorium in Cleveland, Ohio, No- 
vember 27 to December 1, 1928. 
Previously the only exhibits of live 
stock has been along the line of a 
calf club show of beef cattle. Last 
year, for the first time, a dairy ex- 
hibit was put in under the auspices 
of the Ohio Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion and the National Extension 
Service cooperating. This made such 
a big hit that a regular dairy section 
will be included this year with prize 
money awards for Holstein-Friesians, 
Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire and Brown 
Swiss cattle. The prize list offers 
five prizes in each class, ranging from 
$20 for first down to $5 for fifth in 
each of the regular individual classes, 
with the group classes offering four 
moneys slightly larger. The commit- 
tee in charge of this dairy show is 
made up of representatives of the 
different breeds with I. D. Hadley, 
field secretary of the Ohio Holstein- 
Friesian Association as Chairman. 
Clair I. Miller, well known Holstein 
breeder of the state, will be super- 
intendent of the show. Competition 
is open to all the world and it is 
hoped that this will develop into a 
permanent fixture of increasing im- 
portance in the late fall show 
schedule.

(Test Discussion Continued) 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have put a good deal of thought 
into my proposed change in the 
classifications and should like to 
answer the criticisms of Mr. Kurtz’s 
in the August 25th World. 

Mr. Kurtz first objection is against 
a change, because changes cause 
confusion. Where would our A. R. 
System be today if our breeders had 
accepted such reason for not making 
changes. As I see it our whole A. R. 
System is in an experimental stage 
which must be changed as we gather 
facts if we are to have continued pro- 
gress. 

Next is a point I have studied over 
much myself, namely that cows 


milked 205 days 4 times a day under 
my proposed plan would be classed 
in Class C. 


HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


Mr. Kurtz thinks a cow milked 4 
times for 205 days would have an 
advantage over a cow milked under 
present Class C rules. Do our A. R. 
records prove his belief? I don’t 
think so. We have cows in our 
breed that have milked over 25,000 
lbs. of milk in a year on strictly 
twice-a-day work. I don’t believe 
that any cow has yet reached that 
amount in as short a period as 205 
days under 4-times-a-day milking. I 
wish you would correct me on this 
statement if I am wrong. 

Under our present rules records of 
any number of days under 365 are 
entered as yearly records if the 
minimum fat requirements are met. 
I have thought there is a _ serious 
objection to this. A record of only 6 
months is very little indication of a 
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cows persistancy and seems rather 
misplaced to be classed as a yearly 
record. 

It has seemed to me that such 
records that were very much under 
the 10-months and yearly limits 
might be entered as special records 
and no attempt made to classify them. 
Mr. Kurtz agrees with me that the 
requirements in Classes A and B are 
much too low and it was with that 
in mind that I have offered my pro- 
posed change.

cows for third. It is interesting to 
note that former winners of this fall 
were quite badly out of it at Minne- 
sota. For instance Caroline Nether- 
land Lady, grand champion at Spring- 
field and Des Moines and first in her 
class at Aurora, stood seventh. 
Judge Holtby criticized her udder as 
too large. He does not like the big 
swinging bag type. He placed Salo 
Lady De Kol Ormsby, grand cham- 
pion at Aurora, ninth, and the Wis- 
consin School for the Blind four- 
year-old that stood second to the 
graud champion at Wisconsin, eighth, 
criticized by Judge Holtby as being 
too leggy. The first prize aged cow 
at Wisconsin, Side Hill Ormsby Se- 
gis, highest record cow in the com- 
petition, was placed in tenth posi- 
tion. We mention these places with- 
out any desire to criticize as the 
judge undoubtedly placed the ani- 
mals as they were showing upon this 
occasion and his criticisms as far as 
we could learn were in the main well 
taken. We believe he might have 
done more for the four-year-old heifer 
shown by the School for the Blind 
who despite her racinesS was un- 
doubtedly one of the best producers 
in the whole string. 


Bass Lake Ormsby Nellie, McDon- 
ald’s three-year-old, had no difficulty 
in winning in her class with the 
School for the Blind and Redfield in 
second and third places. Femco had 
a daughter of Dutchland Creamelle 
Colantha Lad at the head of a rather 
plain line of two-year-olds, McDon- 
ald’s entries being in second and 
third place. The already well known 
Netherland Belle Homestead was 
best of the senior yearlings, winning 
her class without difficulty, in which 
two calf club heifers exhibited by 
Erma Reineke of Rice County and 
Elmer Johnson of Nickollet County 
were second and fourth. Third went 
to Femco on a daughter of Dutchland 
Creamelle Colantha Lad. 


Maytag’s daughter of Bess Burke 
Sensation, their senior sire, was first 
of the junior yearlings and the Fem- 
co Hollyhock heifer that in her class 
at Iowa the week previous defeated 
the first prize winner was second. 
The decision was close between the 
two, Judge Holtby giving it to the 


Maytag entry by reason of better top. ° 


Twenty-seven heifer calves made 
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up the largest class of the show and 
a very sweet daughter of K. P. O. P. 
16th shown by the School for the 
Blind was given first. The Maytag 
Farm heifer, Kinnikinnic Jewel 24d, 
with considerable more body and sub- 
stance than the first prize winner, 
was considered good enough to win 
second over others that had the type 
which Judge Holtby had set up for 
his top. Redfield and Logan had 
third and fourth in this. 

The champions went as _ previous- 
ly noted, senior and grand champion- 
ship for males going to Blue Earth 
Duke Ormsby shown by Femco and 
junior champion male going to King 
Piebe Ormsby Burke shown by the 
School for the Blind. The senior and 
grand championship cow was De Kol 


Clothilde Monona and the junior 
champion heifer was Netherland 
Belle Homestead shown by the School 
for the Blind. 


In the groups Femco, by reason of 
the grand championships had no dif- 
ficulty in winning the graded herd 
with the well balanced entries from 
the School for the Blind in second 
place. McDonald took third and 
fourth on two groups. The School 
for the Blind, however, came back 
with their junior champion in the 
yearling herd to win first and Red- 
field who had placed consistently 
with their younger animals was sec- 
ond. Logan had third and McDonald 
fourth and fifth. In the calf herd 
Redfield by reason of previous show- 
ing, particularly among the young 
classes, took first. Logan was sec- 
ond and the School for the Blind 
third. 

The get of Sir Pietertje Laura 
Piebe, senior sire at the State 
School, was first and the get of King 
Homestead Piebe De Kol including 
the first prize three-year-old bull, 
took second, exhibited by McDonald. 
Redfield came back again to win 
third prize with get of Carnation 
Prospect Toreador and Logan showed 
a get sired by Side Hill Ormsby 
Payne for fourth. 

The produce of Sadie Hengerveld 
Pontiac Aaggie consisting of the sec- 
ond prize aged bull and first prize 
heifer calf was first produce exhibit- 
ed by the School for the Blind, a very 
worthy produce despite disparity in 
the age of the animals. The produce 
of Redfield Lois exhibited by the 
State School and Home for Feeble 
Minded was second in this competi- 
tion. 

McDonald had the best in the dairy 
herd competition with Redfield sec- 
ond, Lashbrook third and McDonald 
in fourth place again. 

There was a much depleted entry 
list for the county competition, three 
groups competing. Rice County was 
an easy first with Renville and Mow- 
er finishing in the order named and

Purchasing Power Near High Point 

With the purchasing power of farm 
products close to the highest point 
reached 


since 1920, the Bureau of 








Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture reports 
continued financial improvement in 
the live stock industries but lower 
markets for some of the major crops, 
in its monthly summary of the agri- 
cultural situation. 


“Beef cattle producers are once 
aga.n in strong position after all 
their’ hard times,” the bureau says. 
“Hogs are apparently on the upswing 
of a price cycle. The dairy industry 
is in relatively good shape, with 
market milk prices at about the 
highest level since 1920, with feed 
prices easing off, and with cows at 
very high values. Even the sheep in- 
dustry is still doing well in spite of 
all its expansion. The widespread 
tendency now to raise more young 
stock is evidence of the relative 
prosperity of the animal industries.” 


Discussing the crop situation, the 
bureau reports “a very heavy move- 
ment of wheat to market, though 
more recently the lower prices have 
disposed farmers to hold their wheat 
where they are able. Conditions 
have not been very encovraging in the 
wheat sections during the past month, 
the decline in prices having affected 
the incomes of thousands of growers. 
Considerable winter wheat went to 
the elevators last month at prices of 
from 75 to 85 cents a bushel to the 
growers. 

“What land is being fitted now for 
the next crop and sowing is under way 
in -Kansas. Complaints of dry soil 
ars quite general. Reports from 
about 20,000 farmers, made as of 
August 1, indicate intentiorf$ to de- 
crease the acreage of wheat this fall 
about 2 per cent below that sown last 
fall. Experience indicates -that the 
acreage actually sown is’ usually 
about 6 per cen¢ less than is intended 
on Avgust 1. The chief reductions 
intended this fall are in the Corn Belt 
and Oklahoma and Texas. Montana 
and the Pacific Northwest indicate 
intentions to increase their wheat 
acreage. 

“The declining market for wheat 
has been shared also by corn and 
potatoes. In the case of corn, the 
lowered price to the grower of cash 
corn is offset, in part, by the gain 
to the live stock feeder. Potatoes, 
however, are sold directly out of the 
agricultural community and a price 
of 25 or 30 cents a bushel represents
